‘Riders will get tips at Rocco's

A couple of close friends and 
veryday people from Wilming- 
ton, one a hairdresser, the other a 
waitress, are pooling their re- 
sources to help in the fight against 
AIDS. The hairdresser will sacri- 
fice her body and a lot of ‘time; 
the waitress will give up a night's 
worth of tips. 

Camille Mochi, who works at 
Sal Sannizzaro Salon on Newbury 
Street in Boston, together with 
friend and coworker Cary Mann, 
is training and raising funds tow- 
ard participating in the Boston- 
New York AIDS Ride Sept. 4, 5, 
6 and 7 to benefit the Fenway 
Community Health Center in Bos- 
ton. 

That's right, Boston to New 
York City, 327 miles, on a bicy- 
cle, in four days - 80 miles a day. 
And to qualify, each participant 


must raise at least $1,500 by Aug. 


1, 
In preparation, Mochi and 

Mann have been out cycling every 
“ morning around the Charles River 
along with two-hour trips to the 
gym. On weekends, they take 40- 
50-mile training rides. 

And while it’s not easy, Mochi 
said she’d rather pay now through 
real training than later through 
real agony. 

“I'd like to do [the ride) and 
enjoy it and not suffer through it,” 
she said, adding while pulling her 
left short sleeve over her shoulder 
and revealing a nasty raspberry 
courtesy of a spill off the bike, 
“All this is not without its aches 
and pains.” The sore muscles :are 
not quite so visible. 

But of course it will all be 
worth it and Mochi knows any 
pain she endures is nothing next to 
that of those she is helping. 

“One of the reasons I'm doing 
this is it’s a great cause,” she said. 
“I have a lot of friends who use 
the Fenway. It's something | 
needed in my life. It.feels really 
good.” 

Mochi gets her dedication and 
inspiration for training directly 
from Mann, who invited her to

participate in this year’s ride. 
Mann himself hastrained and run 
two Boston Marathons. Both have 
friends who have died from AIDS 
and who have HIV. 

They still have a lot of work to 
do. 

“We have a long way to go,” 

Mochi said. “The next couple of 
months we really have to work to 
increase our mileage.” 
The two will find out in Sep- 
tember if their training has paid 
off, though first they have to 
come up with the minimum dona- 
tions. So far they have around 
$1,100 between them. 

To that end, the salon they work 
at has been running raffles and the 
two cyclists are armed with pledge 
sheets whenever they happen to 
come across family and friends. 
“People have been very suppor- 
tive of us,” Mochi said. 

One of those supportive friends 
is Mary Barry, a waitress at Roc- 


co’s Restaurant. 

Two years ago, Barry lost a 

close friend, a man she identifies 
only as Brian, to AIDS. When 
Mochi approached her with a 
pledge sheet, she decided to do 
much more than make a flat dona- 
tion. 
* “Camille is one of my closest 
friends,” she said. “Two years 
ago I lost one of my close friends 
to AIDS. So I’m doing this for 
Camille and for Brian.” 

What she will do exactly is do- 
nate every cent she receives in tips 
on Tuesday, July 16 to the AIDS 
Ride. And Rocco’s will match the 
amount. Barry’s shift starts at 
5:00 p.m. and the day chosen also 
happens to be her birthday - so tip 
generously. She is also encourag-

The Wilmington Board of Sel- 
ectmen played host at Town Hall 
Monday night to their counter- 
parts from Tewksbury, who were 
in town to discuss the possibility 
of an access road from Rocco’s (in 
Tewksbury) dump through Wil- 
mington. 

But Tewksbury Selectmen want 
an access road through Wilming- 
ton like they want a giant dump in 
South Tewksbury - they don’t. -In 
the end, Wilmington denied ac- 
cess, voting instead to support 
their neighbor’s quest for an 
Interstate 93 ramp to be linked by 
an access road from the dump 
across Tewksbury-owned land. 
That support will include pressure 
on congressmen to back a 93 
ramp. 

“I think the only way is for 
everyone to get on the bandwagon 
and put as much pressure on 
congressmen from communities,” 
Tewksbury Selectman Richard 
Hanson said. “I don't want to im- 
pose nothing on any other com- 
munity that | wouldn't want in 
mine.” 

And Wilmington played along, 
partly because that is what Tewks- 
bury wanted, but mostly because 
Wilmington Selectmen don’t want 


. a lot of heavy dump trucks using 


an access road to Route 125.

Michael Caira said he would “urge 
the [Wilmington] Board of Select- 
men, if they will take up the mat- 
ter, to support the ramp option 
and no trucking through the com- 
munity.” 

Tewksbury needs a ramp before 
it can seriously entertain a pro- 
posal from BioSafe Corp. to 
“mine” the landfill, a process 
Tewksbury Selectman Kevin An- 
derson said would yield a separa- 
tion of ferrous metals, woods and 
soils for removal, bringing the 
dump down to 20 percent of its 
current capacity. It would then be 
cleaned, lined, refilled with clay 
taken from the third harbor tun- 
nel, and capped. 

The clay business and a newly 
clean site are both cost-free ad- 
vantages to the state, Anderson 
said, and go a long way to what he 
said was MassHighway Dept. sup- 
port of the ramp proposal 

Problem is, the Federal High- 
way Administration apparently is 
balking and wants Tewksbury to 
explore other options, including 
access through Wilmington. 
Tewksbury wants the ramp, thus 
the not-quite-so-earnest request 
for access. 

“In every option that the town 
[of Tewksbury] has looked into, it 
all has predicated on that ramp,” 
Tewksbury Selectmen Chairman 
Tom Conlon said. 
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The ramp would fall between 
the Dascomb Road exit in Ando- 
ver and Wilmington'’s Route 125 
ramp and would be temporary - 
up just as long as it takes to clean 
the dump, which Anderson quoted 
BioSafe as estimating at 10-12 
years. 

Currently, the dump is accessed 
through a small road off South 
Street, which Conlon described as 
“a small, country road.” Officials 
and residents of the highly popu- 
lated South Street. don't want 
heavy truck traffic there. At the 
same time, it appears BioSafe is 
uninterested in creating that ‘traf- 
fic on such a road 

While Tewksbury Selectmen 
made much of the BioSafe pro- 
posal, they also made clear that a 
deal is a long way (and at least a 
93 ramp) off. 

“It’s just one of our options and 
shame on us if we don't look at all 
of them,” Conlon said in response 
to Judy Fittery, a South Street 
resident who opposes both use of 
her road and the BioSafe propo- 
sal. 

One of those options was to see 
if Wilmington would accept an 
ss road. They wouldn't, 
which was just fine with Tewks- 
bury. Now both towns will turn 
to their congressmen, for Wil- 
mington Peter Torkildsen, for 
Tewksbury Marty Meefian, to try 
to get a ramp in place.

Grant money available 
for employment training 


Applications are now being ac- 
cepted for training grants at the 
town of Wilmington’s Community 
Development Program office. 
Approximately $60,000 is avail- 
able to send 20 unemployed or 
under-employed Wilmington resi- 
dents for training. 

“These grants provide an op- 
portunity for people to get train- 
ing in order to improve their 
employment situation and in- 
come,” Town Manager Michael 
Caira said. “The program will 
consider approval of any certifi- 
cate program that can be shown.to 
lead to suitable employment.” 

Under the program, accepted 
residents would be able to choose, 
where, when and in what field 
they wish to pursue a career. 

“Grant recipients choose not 
only the type of training they 
want, but also the school they 


want to attend,” said Cathy Beyer, 
the program's employment coun- 
selor. 

In a similar program run by the 
town two years ago, Wilmington 
residents chose training in the 
fields of home health care, Novell 
network administration, floristry, 
office administration, accounting, 
and comiptter technology. That 
program dried up when Wilming- 
ton was denied renewal of its 
Small Cities grant, 

The next employment assistance 
and training workshop will be 
held on Thursday, July 18 at 
10:00 a.m. in the conference room 


at Town Hall. At that workshop, 


where Associate Director of Ad-

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~ Olin contamination site 
monitoring to continue

The Olin Corporation is invit- 
ing the public to an information 
availability session to present the 
main elements of an ongoing in- 
vestigation into chemical contami- 
nation of groundwater in the area 
of both the company’s 53-acre 
Eames Street Olin site and to the 
west of that site. 

Olin issued an interim update 
report of the Supplemental Phase 
II Field Investigation of its Wil- 
mington property last month and 
will now present key points from 
that to the interested public. The 
study was conducted to obtain 
additional data on the location and 
extent of the groundwater con- 
tamination off site of the facility. 

The Phase Il Comprehensive 
Site Assessment Report was issued 
in 1993, after which Olin repre- 
sentatives met with the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selectmen. At that 
time, it was said that the contami- 
nation posed no immediate serious 
threats to the community, but that 
it should and would be monitored 
while a remedy to the situation 
was identified and eventually im- 
plemented 

The study by Olin has pro- 
gressed with the oversight and 
supervision of the Massachusetts 

+ Department of Environmental 
Protection to establish the quality 
and characteristics of the ground- 
water in the area so that an appro- 
priate remedy can be imple- 
mented. 

According to Olin, the Eames 
Street facility was built in 1953 
and operated by National Poly- 
chemicals, Inc., which itself was 
owned by three different corpora- 
tions from 1953 to 1968, when it 
NPI was bought by Stepan Chemi- 
cal Company. Stepan operated the 
facility until 1980, when Olin 
moved in. Olin closed the facility 
ih 1986, 

4 ility was used to manu- 
chemical blowing agents, 
ers, antioxidants and other 

specialty chemicals for the rubber 
industry. The pro- 
ses used to create these chemi- 
cals produced liquid wastes con- 
taining sulfuric acid, sodium 
chloride, sodium sulfate, ammoni- 
um chloride, ammonium sulfate 
chromium sulfate and others. 

Prior to 1970, these liquid 
wastes were discharged to various 
on-site unlined pits, lagoons, 
ditches, and’a man-made excava- 
tion dubbed Lake Poly.

Funding for commuter 
rail in final budget

The world is probably 

uninterested in the history, etc. of 
Saudi Arabia. A recent explosion in 
that country brings many items to 
mind, for this writer. 
* Fifty-three years ago this writer 
paid a visit to the Saudi port of 
Bahrain, only a few miles from 
Dharhan where 19 Americans were 
killed on June 23. He had just 
delivered 10,000 tons of cargo to a 
place in northern Iran, which was to 
go to Russia, over the desert and 
over mountains. Ask Tony Galinis 
of Tewksbury. He was in the 
American Army in Iran, helping to 
deliver that cargo. 

The visit to Bahrain was for the 
purpose of buying fuel oil. Over 
7,000 barrels were purchased at an 
amazingly low price. 

There was a surprise - the secret 
dealings between the longshoremen 
of Bahrain and of Fremantle, 
Western Australia. 

This writer happened to glance at 
the foredeck, during a short stay in 
Bahrain, and longshoremen were 
loading barrels of gasoline. It was 
stopped, immediately, but none was 
taken ashore.When the ship left that 
port there were 51 barrels of 
gasoline on the foredeck, a

tremendous target for any enemy 
vessel or airplane. 

Somehow this writer did not order 
that gasoline thrown overboard. 

The ship's orders were to go 
around South Africa, and then to a 
port in Brazil. But orders like that 
could be changed, by secret code 
messages to shipmasters, delivered 
from a radio station in India. Each 
shipmaster had to.apply that code to 
every message from that radio 
station. 

Two of three messages arrived 
nearly every day. All were decoded 
by every shipmaster on the Indian 
Ocean. All read "Go to the port 
where you were on 

Sometime after having crossed the 
equator a message arrived for the 
ship this writer commanded. The 
port was where the ship had been on 
a day in May -- was Fremantle, 
Western Australia. And in that port 
longshoremen came on board and 
unloaded the 51 barrels of gasoline. 

Dawn appeared sometime later, to 
this writer. 

It seems there had been a secret 
agreement between people in the 
shipping industry in Saudi Arabia 
and people in the shipping industry 
in Fremantle. That gasoline was for 
the "black market" of Fremantle. 


Shipmasters in the port of Bahrain * 


did not know that their ships were to 
go to Fremantle! But people in the 
shipping industry had a good 
agreement with people in that port. 

Plenty of gasoline for the black 
market! 

That smuggling of gasoline had 
been going on for years! 

Those people started back before 
ahe days of World War II, and it was 
something which did not have to 
stop just because of the prohibition 
of communication. The people of 
Bahrain trusted their fellow 
businessmen in Fremantle. 

When the war was ended, they 
knew, Fremantle would pay them 
their part of the smugglers’ gold. 

Note: here is a difficulty in

writing of events which occured in 
Saudi Arabia or Iran or Iraq. Such 
difficulty exists because of the habit, 
in some cases of using Aspirates, 
which do not show up in the English 
language. 

Bahrain is such a word. There is, 
in the spelling, a sound which is 
indicated by the use of the letter "h."" 
Call that sound an "Aspirate." 

Thus, the speaker says nothing 
when he comes to the "h." But he 
breathes a little harder! 

A similar "aspirate" is found with 
the letter "u," and with some others. 
It is a condition which makes 
somewhat difficult the proper 
pronunciation of some Arabic 
letters.

We are about to redecorate our entire home and I’m told 
that we should start with the carpet selection, then draperies 
and wallcoverings. Is this true? 


Because it provides a unify- 
ing focus that ties together 
walls, window treatments and 
furnishings, carpet may be the 
single most important element 
used in interior decoration 


The most common carpet 
construction is called tufting. 
The tufting machine pierces 
the carpet backing material 
with loops of yarn which form 
the carpet pile. If the loops of 
yarn are uniform in size and 
height, the carpet is a level- 
loop pile. Berber styles are 
level-loop carpets that have 
tight loops and maximum fiber 
density. Carpet with loops of 
uneven height is called multi- 
level loop. If some of the loops 
are cut and the carpet height is 
even, it’s called cut loop. If 
some of the loops are intact 
and some are cut, but the pile 
height is uneven, the pile is 
called random shear. 

If all carpet pile loops are 
cut and form a uniform oné- 
half-inch high pile, the carpet 
is called Saxony. A Saxony pile 


that's more than one-half-inch 
high and less dense may be 
called velvet, plush or textured 
plush. A carpet that has a mix- 
ture of straight tufts with 
twisted or curled tufts is called 
random frieze. Friezes or 
twists, with their curled tufts, 
form a resilient textured pile 
that resists matting, doesn’t 
show footprints and is some- 
times referred to as trackless. 
The most durable carpets are 
the loop-pile styles — a good 
choice for high traffic areas. 
Density and weight also help 
determine carpet durability. 
Density refers to the number of 


fibers found in 1 square inch of 
carpet, and is referred to as ei- 
ther stitches per inch (spi) or 
stitches per 3 inches. The mini- 
mum spi for residential carpet- 
ing should be 9 to 10. Berbers 
should have a minimum of 5 to 
6 spi and level-loop or commer- 
cial carpets should have 10-12 
spi. 

When selecting _ carpet, 
check for tightness of fibers.

Bend the carpet sample so it 
forms a 90 angle and check 
how much backing material 
you can see. The less visible 
the backing, the tighter the 
fibers and the more durable the 
carpet. 

Also check the carpet’s pile 
yarn weight. Select a carpet 
that has no less than a 40-ounce 
pile weight (higher pile weight 
is better) for Saxonys, plushes 
or berbers. Note that pile 
weight refers to the weight of 
the carpet pile only. The total 
weight of the carpet, which in- 
cludes the pile plus the back- 
ing, will also be listed. 

The carpet specifications 
will also list the type of fiber 
used in the carpet construction. 
This may be shown as pile con- 
tent, pile yarn or simply as 
pile. The pile content is also-an 
important guide to carpet 
durability and maintenance. 

Carpet yarn may be nylon, 
olefin, polyester, polypropylene 
or natural fibers such as wool 
or cotton, The most durable 
carpets are made with olefin 
fibers. Carpets made with puré 
olefin may feel rough to the 
touch, however. Berber carpets . 
are also available in 


olefin/nylon blends or in 100 © 


percent nylon construction. 
The olefin blends or pure nylon 
fibers feel softer than pure 
olefin. Nylon fibers are also 
durable, easy to clean and they 
resist matting.
